o che Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sm: Denver is ‘the centre Gf an impor tant 
system of narrow-gauge. railroads ; not to speak 
of the roads of standard gauge, which in them- 
selves are valuable interests to the city and sur- 


All the narrow-gauge lines in this locality run 
west of the longitudinal line at Denver, extend- 
ing in various directions. el its | 

The topography of the country through which 
these roads ruti is generally of & rugged nature; 
and surface suitable for railroad purposes is so 
scarce, the grades are so steep, and the course 
of the valleys and canons are so tortuous, that it 
will readily be seen that the construotion of 
narrow-gauge roads there is a matter of neces- 


and difficulties attending the building of the 
latter, over the former, are considered. 

In a generally level country, where speedy, 
combined with safe, transit is anobject, I believe 
the standard-gauge railroad to be the most de- 
sirable ; but, fora mountainous region, where 
the facilities for construction are meagre, and a 
comparatively low rate of speed is necessary, 
owing to heavy grades, and to insure safety to 
person and property, the narrow-gauge (8 foot) 
road seems to mest the requirements, and seems 
to be quite popular in the locality mentioned. 

But it was not my intention to write an article 
discussing the merits or demerits of narrow- 
gauge railroatis, bit simply to describe my ex- 
perience (novel to me, a dweller in the land of 
standard-gauge railroads), during a recent trip 
up Clear Creek Oanon (near Denver) to the gold- 
mining regious onthe . .

Garen, III., May 7, 1874, 
THE SUGARB-BEET. 
Lebanon, III., April 8, 1874. 

Mau. “Roza. ”—Srm:t 1 wish to plant the snugar- 
beet for the of feeding my milch-cows in the 
winter. Will you please give me directions in regard 
to its culture ? C. H. Rice. 

It is doubtful if the sugar-beet can in any 
event be made profitable in this climate for the 
above purpose. It is a small beet, seldom 
weighin g more than 2 or 3 pounds. The 
yellow globe mangold, which is several times 
larger, would be better for the purpose, and it is 
not fully demonstrated that even that can be 
made to pay during a series of years, as, in a 
dry séason, the root would not only be small, 
but unputritious. The seed is a long time in 
coming up, and this gives the weeds a good start 
of the beets; but this difficulty may be mainly 
overcome dy harrowing the land just be- 
fore the plants appear above ground. A good 
harrowing and rolling at that time will destroy 
the crop of weeds, and put the soil in a better 
condition. The planting must be early, say in 
the first part ofthe corn-planting season. The 
seed may be planted with a drill, the rows 3 
feet apart ; and the plants must be thinned with 
the hoe to about 8 inches in the drills. In «6 
moist, favorable season, the crop will be im- 
mense and pay largely; but, in dry seasons, or 
dry periods at the time of planting, the disap- 
pointment is great; for no attention can save 
the crop. I have madeso many failures that the 
crop has been given up. 

At Chateworth, the stigar-beet was found a 
very uncertain crop. As we go north, this crop 
does much better. and, in some parts of Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, is well worth the attention of 
the dairymen; but here, where corn does so 
well, it has very little value as a forage-crop.

It is probable that these trees have high heads 
and lean do the northeast, and thet the eun in- 
jured the bark where the borers made the attack, 
this class of apple-tree-borers prefer to Ae 
their eggs on the sunny side 
trunk rather then in the shade. 
For this reason, low-headed trees have an ad- 
vantage over the tall ones. I have a section of 
orchard of 7 acres, in which the tees, at the 
time of planting, were cut Sack to within 6 
inches of the ground, and the heads were formed 
at that t, but have been gradually pruned 
up, so that the plow and the mower can be run 
uite close to them. In pruning this orchard 
© past month, not asingle borer was found; 
nor is there any in the maple shelter-belt on the 
north and east sides of it. A few rods to the 
south of it there are several mountain-ash-trees, 
having high heads and trunks 3 or 4 inches in 
diameter, that have been destroyed by these 
borers; and Il attribute the exemption of the 


apple-orthard, not so much to the absence of the 


insect as to the shade of the trees. It is prob- 
able that to hatch e eggs requires the direct 
rays of the sun, or the miller would not be 80 
choice of the location. If this is so, we have 
the ounce of prevention to save the pound of 
cure. First, there is shade; and the next is to 
rub the exposed trunks with strong soap, in 
June and July, at the time that the female lays 
her eggs. But this does not meet the question 
in hand, which is to kill the full-grown insects 
without killing the tree; and that is to so open 
the hole with a kmife that a bent wire may be 
made to reach the insects, and thus destroy them. 
The two apple-tree-borers are the two-striped, 


and the brown and white striped Soporda. They 


ttack the apple, quince, mountain-ash, our 
native thorn, June-berry, and other trees and 
shrubs of the Aronia family. They continue in 
the tree for two or three They burréw 
in the wood upwards 8 to 10 inches, and finally 
éat out through the bark at the upper end of the 
hole. When they cannot be reached by a wire, 
the knife or a gouge-chise! must be used to cut 
the way to them. It is claimed that a- small 
piece of camphor, plugged in the hole with 
a soft-wood plug, li be effectual, bat 
this has not been fully established; and 
the only remedy, therefore, is to keep 
them out with the use of soap at 
first, and, when they have made 3 
lodgment, to foliow them up with the wire, 
knife, and gauge-chisél. Orchards near the

The State possesses this power in the 
case of an individual, and does not divest itself 
of it to a corporation when it grants it a charter 
empowering it to do what all individuals possess 
the right to do without any legislation. 


The presumption, Mr. Redfield holds, is against 


all exclusive privileges, unless shown by ex- 
press grant. ‘Corporations and individuals alike 
enter on the business subject to future legisla- 
tive control. This principle Mr. Redfield illus- 
trates by numerous decisions in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and of the State 
courte. The analogy of the law is in favor of it. 
The regulation of charges and the mode of con- 
ducting business of common carriers, Mr Red- 
field thinks, is a subject of legislative action, 
especially since the era of the railway system 
— system in which there is no compe- 
tition, and in which there is, therefore, a most 
overwhelming monopoly.” The chartering of 2 
railway to beccme a common carrier implies only 
that it may do as other common carriers are al- 
lowed by law todo. If the Legislature has the 
power to say that hackmen or teamsters shall be 
paid for their services, it seems only reasonable 
that it should have a right to say what corporsa- 
tions shall receive for theirs, for railway com- 
panies are only teamsters and hackmen on « 
grander scale.

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AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE. 

The case of official burglary at Washington is 
perhaps one of the most extraordinary and dis- 
graceful events that ever occurred ia this country. 
The United States District Attorney is named 
Harrington, and he has been acting as coun- 
sel for some of the officials implicated in the ex- 
amination into the affairs of the District Gov- 
ernment. . Conspicuous among those who 
memorialized Congress to order this investiga- 
tion was Mr. Columbus Alexander, a respectable 
citizen of Washington. Mr. Alexander had rep- 
resented that the origina] papers in a certain 
case would throw much light on the trans- 
actions, but these papers have never been pro- 
duced. Last week, a citizen named Ives, going 
home after midnight and passing the office of 
the District Attorney, was startled by the sudden 
appearance of thab official in partial disguise. 
Presenting a pistol at the head of the official, 
the latter disclosed himself and begged Mr. Ives 
not to shoot. Immediately the Superintendent 
of Police and a brother of Gov. Shepherd ap- 
peared on the scene, and the result was that Ives 
was ordered to move on” towards his home. 
Instead of doing this, however, he went around 
the block, returning to a point where, unob- 
served, he could watch these official actors in the 
strange scene. In course of time an explosion 
was heard in the office of the District Attorney, 
and & man with a tin box came out; this man was 
afterwards dis covered to be a professional burg- 
lar, who had blown open the safe in the office. 
With this box be proceeded to Mr. Alexander's 
residence, but mistook the door, and, after wait- 
ing a long time in an endeavor to arouse Alex- 
ander, he left. From the office where the burg- 
lary was committed, the burglar was followed by 
Harrington, the Superintendentof Police, and 
Shepherd. This is Ives’ story. Now the explanation 
of all this is, that the whole thing was a plot. 
Harrington and the others, it is said, had hired 
the professional burglar to blow open the safe, 
take the box and deliver it to Alexander ; they 
were then to pounce upon Alexander, find the 
box in his possession, prove that the box had 
been locked up over night in the safe, and thus 
environ him with circumstantial evidence of 
having committed the burglary ia order to and | 
the missing papers.

Opinion of the Attorney-General on 
the General Incorporation Act ot 
1872. g 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Srrinerrecp, III., May 8.—The Secretary of 

State recently referred to Attorney-General 

Edsall, for his opinion, the articles of associa- 

tion ofttwo proposed corporations, whose avowed 

objects were, in one case, the acquisition, by 
purchase or otherwise, of a certain · piece or 
parcel of land, described in the state- 
ment, and to own, possess, have, man- 
age, and control said property, and 
to mortgage, pledge, or dell 
same at pleasure; in the other case, the object 
was to erect and.own a building in the Town of 

Logan County, and to purchase material 
therefor, to buy and hold |} u which to 
erect said building, and so much d as might 
be necessary to desirable grounds, and 
to buy and sell any other land, and erect build- 
ings, warehouses, stock-pens, etc: The Attor- 
nev-General, in response recites the opinion of 

the Supreme Court in the case of Carroll v. 

East St. Louis, and says, from the provisions of 

the Act of 1872, when viewed in the light of the 

Supreme Court, we may deduce the following: 

r That corporations cannot be organized 
under the act of 1872, whose principal object or 


‘is to and hold the title, to 
, or to sell real estate. 
Second— But when such ons are 


formed for the purpose of carryiug ou some other 
legitimate business, they may acquire and hold 
the title to such quantity of real estate as may 
be necessary to carry on such business. 

Third—The right to acquire and hold the title 
to real estate by such a corporation only 
exists as an incident of, and is 
dependent upon, the exercise of i's powers in 
carrying on some other authorized business, and 
cannot be made the principal object for which 
the ion is formed. 


Concluding, be says, applying these principles 
to the articles of association in question, I am of 
the opinion that the corporations cannot be 
legally organized under the act of 1872 for the 
purpose m specified.

These subjects seem to be very 
much overdone, and dose weary the eyes an 
attention of the visitor. Perhaps this feeling 
might wear off if one should revisit these galleries 
often eno ; but they create, on firet view, a 
certain feeling of repulsion, which fenders it 
difficult to renew their acquaintance, aud keeps 
one away. While there is great variety in one 
sense, there is too much sameness in another, — 
for the general subject rentals the same. 

There are 

MANY OTHER GREAT GALLERIES 

of statuary and paintiugs ia Rome. Of course, 
nope of them compare with the Vatican; but 
they can hardly be excelled by the collections in 
any other cities in Europe. I will mention the 
names merely of afew. First is the Museum of 
the Lateran, belonging to the Latefan Church, 
which was the palace of the Popes since the days 
of Constantine. It contains some of the oldest 

stares produced by the Christian painters. 

‘ne Quirinal palace, where the King of Italy 
now resides, contains a fine collection of. pic- 
tures, mostly on religious subjects. Of what is 
calied the 4 collections, the largest and 
finest may be seen in the Albani palace; in the 
Barberini palace; in the Borghese 8 in the 
city, and the Villa palace beyond the walls; in 
the Colonha palace; m the Corsiui 

alace; in the Doria-Pamphili, in the 

arnese, and in the Spada palaces. There 
are nearly 100 of these private collections of art. 
If they were in the United States, scattered 
among the cities, the art-loving public would re- 
gard the Union as rich indeed in ancient and 
modern sculpture, bas-relicfs, mosaics, and treas- 
ures of art in marble, and in paintings and 
freseoes, on all subjects, multitudes of which 
would be esteemed perfect master-pieces, It is 
a thousand pitiet they could not be transferred 
to the cities of the United Staves, for the edifica- 
tion and instruction of the citizens in art. They 
could be spared from Italv's superabundance of 
these things and s¢arcely be missed, so many 
other collections would remain.

The author of this volume, Prof. Francis W. 


Upham, late of the Rutgers Institute, is a 
brother of Prof. Thomas C. Upham, of Bowdoin 


College, so dear for a quarter of a century to 


the successive classes in that institution. He 
bas many of the characteristics of his eminent 
brother: a shrinking modesty ; a gentle reserve; 
a beautiful and fervent faith; a large and gra- 
cious charity; a scholarship as exact as it is 
full; @ marvelous patience in investigation; a 
quaint, refined, and exquisite style, archaic in 
its dignity; and a most noble spirituality ot 
tone and thought. Even when the reader of 
his books cannot agree with his conclusions or 
his statements, the charm of their spirit wins 
him into sympathy. A few years ago, Prof. 
Upham published a book about the wise men who 
came to Bethlehem, who they were, and why 
they came to the birth of the young child,— 
almost a monograph in English upon one of the 
neglected themes of the Biblical story. The 
onreful argument, the nice investigation, the 
affluence of learning, in this quiet volume, 
which lacked a herald for the crowd, but wae 
road with delight by Biblical scholars, surprised 
even those who were wonted to such researches. 
That volume was meant as preliminary to this 
more important work, in which the connection 
between the Pagan prophet of the age of Moses 
aud the Pagan seers of the Christian advent is 
vindicated and demonstrated. It was the porch 
to this inver sanctuary. 

And the comparison of sanctuary is fit and ac- 
curate in describing this beautiful volume. It 
is first, last, and always, from the beginning to 
the end. in all its argument, in all its deserip- 
tion, in its array of facts, in the current of its 
musing, profound!y religious. It is a book al! 
full of belief. The writer is, by training, and by 
nature, too, a critic, and be can spend days, 
weeks, and months, in examining a passage of

Even students at our 
colleges are learning the subtle, refined delight 
of its intoxication. It temporarily tones the 
nerves, kindles the faculties, and creates an 
ethereal excitement that, once experienced, 
seems thereafter irresistablv enticing. 

In view of the grave evil threatened by the 
increase of opium-eating among us, it is a qnes- 
tion if it be noé worth ile for reformers look- 
ing about fora field of action to engage ia 3 
crusade against the poppy.
